Arvin had been in critical 
condition with paralysis from, a 
neck injury since the plane, a 
tw in-engine Beech.cra.ft Queen, 
Air, smashed into a farm lot 
feed trough while attempting 
an emergency landing near 
Jacksonville International Air­ 
port. 
Robert .C Morris, 38, Indiana 
Department of Commerce exec­ 
utive director: John F. Neff, 36, 
Democratic nominee in 1971 for 
Indianapolis mayor and a part­ 
ner of Arvin and Lieber; Indi­ 
anapolis P o l i c e Department 
Capt. W. Robert Greene, and 
his brother, C. Donald Greene, 
40, were killed outright in the 
crash. 
The six were headed for a 
short vacation in the Bahamas 
and had refueled here when 
both engines apparently failed 
just after takeoff. 
A preliminary Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration investigation 
showed the airplane, owned and 
piloted by Donald Greene, was 
overloaded and the engines 
may have been due for mechan­ 
ical work.

Crippling Of Energy Bill 
Called Oil Industry Victory

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
combination of Senate liberals 
and conservatives, backed by 
the Nixon administration and 
the oil industry, has badly 
wounded if not killed emergen­ 
cy energy legislation originally 
sought by the White House.

Tuesday to send the bill back to 
conference committee. 
Sponsors from House and 
Senate planned to meet today 
to see what could be salvaged, 
either 
as 
a 
package 
or 
piecemeal, from the sweeping 
bill that gave President Nixon 
broad powers to deal with the 
energy situation. They could 
modify enough of the old bill to 
satisfy opponents on certain 
points, or they could offer bits 
and pieces of the bill as riders 
to legislation already pending. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, I)- 
Wash., the Senate sponor, said 
he had been told by House 
sponsor Harley Staggers, D- 
W.Va., House conferees would 
refuse to met again on the bill. 
Staggers told UPI either a 
Senate or House committee 
could have hearings on the 
biggest bone of contention in 
the bill—the control of energy 


profits—and possibly come up 
with a new approach that would 
be acceptable. 
It Went Far Afield 
The 
bill 
was 
originally 
requested by President Nixon, 
who wanted authority for such 
things as gasoline rationing 
during the energy problem. But 
when it reached the conference 
committee late last year, the 
administration said it had gone 
far afield of Nixon's requests. 
Nixon objected to several of 
the bill’s provisions—the wind­ 
fall profits section, saying he 
had a better idea in a separate 
bill; the unemployment benefits 
section, saying it was vague;

would be “unwieldy.” 
Jackson, however, said ‘in­ 
dustry won and the consumers 
lost” by the vote. If the

The Senate did, however, 
warn oil producing countries 
Legislature Begins Leaving 
Big Issues For ’75 Assembly

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Speed and spending were major 
items in the Indiana Senate 
Tuesday. Simultaneously, the 
House defeated bills that would 
have altered the police and ti re­ 
men ’s pensions and would have 
changed the local option tax 
distribution. 
The 1974 Legislature today 
entered its 19th working day 
with some prospect that no 
more than 8 to 10 working days 
remain in this short session. 
The question of revising the 
local police and firemen’s pen­ 
sion plan so as to keep it on a 
continuing sound financial basis 
was handed on to the 1975 Leg­ 
islature. as may be several 
other major issues of this ses­ 
sion. The changes worked out 
in an interim committee but 
never accepted by organizations 
representing police and firemen 
was defeated 30-67 in the House. 
The defeat came alter two 
days during which hundreds of 
uniformed police and firemen 
swarmed through the State- 
house, button-holing representa­ 
tives to object to a plan to in­ 
crease their assessm ents and 
lengthen the time before luture 
police and itremen could start 
drawing the pension 
Tax Bill Beaten 
Another House defeat came 
for a measure that would have 
changed the local option tax dis­ 
tribution to reduce the concen­ 
tration of money from the tax 
in urban areas and spread it 
out to a greater extent to sub­ 
urban and rural areas of a 
county that adopted the tax 
The vote was 44-51. Rep H. 
Jack Mullendore, R-Franklin, 
the author, said he felt the law­ 
m akers “didn’t think they 
should change the system ” He 
said he offered the bill “to cor­ 
rect a mistake that 1 feel i had 
considerable input into last ses­ 
sion ” 
The House-passed bill to allow 
the governor by executive order 
to lower the maximum speed 
limit from 70 to 55 ran into a 
question of enforcement in the 
Senate Roads and Transporta­ 
tion Committee Tuesday. Sen 
Adam Benjamin, D-Gary, offer­ 
ed a replacement for the House 
bill that would have specified a 
55 mile an hour maximum rath­ 
er than leave the speed limit to 
be set by executive order, 
which he said would be difficult 
to enforce. 
Sen. Keith McCormick, R- 
Lebanon, committee chairman, 
said the committee would meet 
again, probably Friday, to work 
out the form of the speed limit 
bill, which is part of the state’s 
effort to conform with national 
energy crisis requirements. 
The Senate also adopted by 
voice vote a resolution authored 
by Senate President Pro Tern 
Phillip E. Gutman and Senate 


Minority Leader Robert J. Fair 
directing a Legislative Council 
study to determine the good and 
bad effects of imposing a 55 
mile an hour speed limit. 
The study would seek to de­ 
termine if the reduced speed 
does reduce traffic deaths and 
whether il reduces the use of 
fuel, tire wear, and general 
wear on motor vehicles. It also 
asks lor a determination wheth 
er il such benefits do result, if 
there should be lower auto in­ 
surance rates, continued need 
for emission control devices and 
other possible changes. 
Senators Caucus 
Much of the Tuesday session 
for senators was spent in a cau­ 
cus on the House-passed budget 
bills and additional caucuses 
are planned today. Sen. Walter 
1* 
Helmke, R-Fort Wayne, 
ranking member of the Senate 
Finance (’omm itlee, said the 
GOP majority senators wanted 
more information about a $940,- 
000 spending proposal to help fi­ 
nance local Community Action 
Programs, $900,000 lor alternate 
mental health care and $2 mil­ 
lion for distressed schools 
These all were items added 
by the House to the supplemen­ 
tal budget as prepared by Gov­ 
ernor Bowen and the State 
Budget Committee. 
The budget, as it came to the 
Senate, proposes spending an 
additional $38 million to the $4 
billion biennial appropriation, 
plus a transfer of $15 million 
from one fund to another to 
help finance a speed-up of inter­ 
state highway construction. 
One of the five bills passed 
by the Senate Tuesday is a 
stand-by possibility should the 
CAP appropriation be eliminat­ 
ed by the Senate This is a bill 
to allow local government to 
use federal revenue sharing 
funds for such programs. The 
vote was 47-0. 
Other bills passed by the Sen­ 
ate and sent to the House in­ 
cluded these which: 
—Permit schools more flexi­ 
bility in using money they get 
from distribution of flat grants 
based on average daily attend­ 
ance, 47-0. 
—Give property owners who 
increase their assessed valua­ 
tion through improvement of 
their property a lesser tax hike. 
The plan would let the property 
owner deduct up to 50 per cent 
of the increase in assessed val­ 
uation caused by the improve­ 
ment from his assessed valua­ 
tion. The vote was 44-1. 
—Expand the powers of ad­ 
visory plan commissions, 49-0 
—Authorize 
local 
health 
boards to contract for health 
services with private corpora­ 
tions or individuals, 48-0. 
The Senate failed to pass by 
a 25-24 vote a bill that would 
have allowed Indianapolis to 
collect for sewer service

NEW YORK (UPI) - Maybe 
you were so taken up with all 
that Ali-Frazier fuss that you 
didn't even hear the bomb 
drop. 
If you didn’t, don’t worry. 
All you really missed was the 
start of another world war. 
To people in sports, the 
economic bloodbath between 
the NFL and AFL was World 
War I and the continuing 
shooting between the NBA and 
ABA is World War II. The 
NHL-WHA struggle comes 
under the heading of World 
War III, and World War IV 
officially began Monday when 
the brand new World Football 
League signed UCLA running 
backs Kermit Johnson and 
James McAlister and Southern 
California tackle Booker Brown 
to "long term contracts.” 
Bob Woolf, the highly capable 
and successful sports attorney 
out of Boston, was talking 
about what all this will do to 
professional, salaries while 
watching the NFL draft here 
Tuesday. 
On that subject, Woolf proba­ 
bly can speak with more 
authority than any other man. 
He has negotiated the con­ 
tracts of more than 700 players 
in all sports, including the 
XFI/s No 1 draft choices the 
past two years. John Matuszak 
and Walt Patulski 
An Upbeat Individual 
Bob Woolf is an upbeat sort 
of individual,, not the kind who 
goes around viewing with 
alarm, but he draws the only 
logical conclusion possible from 
the World Football League’s 
move on Monday. 
"Unfortunately, it looks like 
the war is on,” says Woolf,” 
and if this war is anything like 
those others, salaries will be 
doubled. 
"I don’t ever like to see a 
war in sports, but with the 
World Football League signing 
those three players even before 
'the NFL conducted its 'draft, it 
makes it quite evident we now 
have another war. 
“ These three players must 
have been paid a substantial 
amount of money and the 
owners in the World Football 
League 
apparently 
intend 
spending a great deal more to 
get the players they want. I 
don’t say this is good. I just say 
it is happening.” 


Bob Woolf then adds the real 
shocker—considering the fact 
he’s always representing the 
players,, not. the owners. 
"I’m not certain football can 
sustain this,” he says. 
Bob Woolf is a lawyer, 
licensed to practice before the 
United States Supreme Court. 
By training, like most lawyers, 
he's cautious in his statements. 
I’m not an attorney and I 
think Bob Woolf is merely 
scratching the surface. I’m 
positive football cannot sustain 
this kind of financial suicide. 
Not football, basketball, base­ 
ball, hockey or even J. Paul 
Getty. 
"The margin of profit in 
professional sports today is not 
as great as people imagine,” 
points out Woolf. “Even in the 
NFL. Everybody thinks the 
NFL is making a mint. It’s not 
that much. 
No One Can Tell 
"The WFL, for all the money 
behind it, isn’t as well funded 
as the AFL when it first 
started. It doesn’t have the 
Lamar Hunts and the Bud 
Adams. However, they are 
sufficiently funded so I know 
they’ll get off the ground. What 
I don’t know is whether they’ll 
flourish or not. No one can tell 
how owners will react if they 
lose a couple of million dollars 
a year ” 
Woolf insists the only thing 
most professional athletes want 
is an opportunity to play ball 
and make a decent living. 
"They really don’t, want to 
strangle a franc,hi.se," he says. 
“Where the problem arises is 
when one owner becomes, let’s 
say overenthusiastic, and an­ 
nounces he’s going to win the 
championship no matter how 
much it costs. He then sets a 
new market value for all the 
other people in sports.” 
Pro football players, accord­ 
ing to Woolf, are the lowest 
paid performers among those in 
the four major sports. Basket­ 
ball players get the most, he 
says, followed by hockey and. 
baseball players, who by 'the 
way, are about to go to 
arbitration boards with their 
employers for the first time 
ever in two weeks. 
You think Charlie Finley had 
a problem or two during and 
immediately after the World 
Series. 
Wait’ll you see what happens 
now.

Nutritional 
Labeling 
Helps Consumer 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
We all know that some foods 
are nutritionally better than 
others. But until recently, it 
was difficult for the consumer 
to compare the nutrient levels 
in foods. 
However, times are changing 
and so are the labels on the 
food you buy. The Food Drug 
Administration has initiated a 
comprehensive n u t r i t i o n a I 
labeling program, to help con­ 
sumers get 'the most nutrients 
for their money. 
‘ ‘ G e n e r a l l y , nutritional 
labeling is voluntary,” notes 
Janet Greger, Extension foods 
and nutrition specialist at 
Purdue University. "However,” 
she adds, "ail fortified foods- 
foods with added nutrients-and 
foods for which nutritional 
claims have been made must 
carry a nutrition information 
panel by January 1, 1975.” 
What types of information do 
these new labels provide? Dr. 
Greger explains that the labels 
give information on calories, 
protein, carbohydrate, vitamin, 
and mineral content in addition 
to the usual information such 
as 
the 
manufacturer, 
net 
weight, and ingredients. 
However, there’s a hitch: 
you need to understand some 
basic terminology to take ad­ 
vantage of the added in­ 
formation. 
“For example,” Dr... Greger 
says, "the nutrition labels list 
the 
protein, 
vitamin, 
and 
mineral content as a per cent 
of the U.S. RDA. This stands 
for ‘United States 
Recom­ 
mended Daily Allowances.’ It 
represents the 
amounts ol 
nutrients healthy people need 
daily, plus an added safety 
margin to allow for individual 
variation.” 
The U.S. RDA, she con­ 
tinues, were determined by the 
Food and Drug Administration 
by using tables of Recom­ 
mended 
Dietary 
Allowances 
published by the Food and 
Nutrition Board of the National 
Academy of Sciences -National 
Research Council. 
The specialist is quick to point 
out that different segment of 
our population—children, teen­ 
agers, and adults, for example 
—have different nutritional 
needs. 
‘‘For this reason, view 'the U.S. 
R DA a s a. goal. Reme mbe r th a t 
everyone will not need 100 per 
cent of the U.S. RDA for all 
nutrients,” she says. 
Thus, it isn’t necessary, or 
even wise, for homemakers to 
plan their families’ diets to 
include 100 per cent of the U.S. 
RDA for all nutrients for each 
family member. 
For example, the U.S. RDA 
for iron is 18 milligrams, but 
adult 
men 
need 
only 
10 
milligrams of iron each day to 
meet their nutritional needs. 
Premenopausal women, on the 
other hand, need 100 per cent 
of the U.S. RDA for iron daily. 
"However,” the specialist 
e m p h a s i z e s , "nutritional 
labeling can be a valuable tool 
for homemakers. It will help 
them identify foods that art 
rich sources of nutrients and 
those which are mainly ‘empty* 
calories. The labels can help 
homemakers get more value 
from their food dollar.”

If the price jumps to $1 a loaf, the price of 
wheat should jump to $1,35 a. bushel for the farmer to 
get his fair share! This happens to be a year, when 
any price raise in food is blamed on the farmer. The 
price of hogs fell from 60 cents to 40, yet the price of 
pork in the market did not reflect this drop in pnce. 
The same comparison can be made for steers and 
heifers. The farmer at the present time has a good 
spokesman in Secretary of Agriculture Butz, but 
even he has not been able to get across the 
message. Naturally there is much expense to 
baking, packaging, hauling, and displaying bread, 
but the wheat farmer must wait months 'before he 
knows whether or not he will have a crop of wheat 
worth harvesting. There is always a gamble in 
fanning, and it is only in recent months that the 
price of corn, soybeans, and wheat has given the 
farmer a backlog to pay off mortgages and debts 
incurred during those many many lean years.

Energy Crisis Has Little Effect On Amish Families 


Straight through without a 
recess appears to be the desire 
and intent of most legislators. 
There are several indications 
of early adjournment, with 
progress on the budget bills an 
accurate gauge. Historically, 
tax measures and budget bills 
generate the greatest difference 
of opinions, and compromises 
delay action until close to the 
end of any session. 
Before a 1972 Constitutional 
amendment, it was prohibited 
for any bill to be passed and 
become law during the final two 
days of the session. Since most 
tax measures and budgets fall 
into this category, the provision 
was never testsd in the courts. 
This is an election year, and 
all members of the House of 
Representatives, along with half 
of the Senators face the voters. 
They have increased taxes upon 
the promise of “Property tax 
relief,’ a long sought and 
elusive goal. Legislators have 
faced the unpleasant task of 
increasing the budget by some 
$38 million, bringing the bien­ 
nial spending up to a record 
$4.68 billion. 
C a m p a i g n i n g for tax 
restructuring, Governor Bowen 
said property tax relief must 
be visible, lasting, and sub­ 
stantial, So far the increased 
sales tax has been very visible, 
while property taxes paid upon 
prior assessments have not been 
s e e n . 
Increased 
spending 
brought on by inflation, shor­ 
tage of federal road dollars, and 
long over due State Park im­ 
provement has been substantial. 
A large state surplus, plus a 
h e a 11 h y balance, in, the 
“property 
tax 
replacement 
fund,” are causes for optimism. 
However, 
some 
projections 
indicate the program wdll fall 
into a heavy deficit by fiscal 
1978, certainly not very lasting. 
Tradition plays an important 
part in the sessions of the 
General Assembly. The Con­ 
stitution requires “bills for 
raising revenue shall originate 
in the House of Represen­ 
tatives.” Although not required, 
all major budget measures 
historically originate in the 
House to avoid any question of 
constitutionality. 
Suspending the rules, the 
House passed 
three major 
spending measures last week, 
successfully defeating all at­ 
tempts to amend. Senators 
closely followed debate, House 
committee meetings, talked to 
Representatives, and read all 
news stories reporting details of 
the bills. However, officially, 
they will have no knowledge of 
the content until the bill is 
properly presented. 
It wdll be assigned to com­ 
mittee, with a good, possibility 
for extensive hearings, Action 
in the Senate should start by 
mid-week. 
The Senate has 


already indicated they will look 
at 
the 
requested 
spending 
programs with a “jaundice 
eye.” 
Usually more 
con­ 
servative, the upper chamber 
does not have as large a 
Republican majority. 
Indications are that the ap­ 
propriation for State 
Park 
improvement will be closely 
examined, and might be in for 
trouble. The Republican caucus 
has not taken a stand on this, 
nor on the S15 million advance 
for road construction. There 
appears to be agreement on 
both sides of the political aisle 
to give the Governor some, but 
not all of the requested funds. 
When the Senate passes a 
revised version of the budget, 
it returns to the House for 
concurrence. 
If 
differences 
remain, a conference committee 
is appointed to work out a 
com.promi.se. When a budget is 
adopted, legislators, are ready 
and willing to “fold up” leaving 
all o'her matters until a longer 
session. 
The Senate will probably 
receive the Budget Bill on 
January 39, and immediately 
start to work. Final passage 
will probably come early in the 
last week in January. How 
many 
differences 
will 
be 
resolved will depend upon the 
amount of “hard-rock” support 
there is tor the Governor’s 
spending program. He will not 
receive a I I he asked, but lias 
enough support for most of the 
spending programs. 
Meanwhile, Senate president 
pro-tem Phillip Gutman, ended 
the long suspense by assigning 
the Phosphate ban repealer to

Outside, a black wooden 
buggy was parked next to a 
barn, and. Yoder’s only son., Ed­ 
win, was turning a cornfield 
with a horsedrawn plow. 
Yoder, his wile and their five 
children are Old Order Amish, 
a religious sect which shuns the 
mechanical ways of American 
life, including electricity, auto­ 
mobiles. and most other mach­ 
ine-made products. 
Some in Indiana, Too 
About 40' Old Order A m i s b 
families live on sprawling farms 
near this South Central Pennsyl­ 
vania community of 500, a few 
miles from the Maryland 'bor­ 
der. Antther 50 families live in 
nearby Grantsville, Md. Mo s t 
have lived for years without the 
conveniences many Americans 
now find in short supply be­ 
cause' of the energy squeeze. 
Other communities of Amish 
are located in Ohio, Indiana and 
Missouri. 
Albert Yoder, an 81-year-old 
elder statesman, of the Old Ord­ 
er community, said he did not 
believe the Amish were “getting 
the last laugh” out of the energy 
crisis. 
“We like the way we live, and. 
we don’t begrudge anyone for 
living another wray of life. But 
our buggy only seats twm, and 
I don’t think wfe would have 
room, to pick up people who run 
out of gas,” he said. 
Nearly all of the Amish and 
religiously allied Mcnnonites 
who live here are Yoders. There 
are many Yoders in o t h e r 
states’ Amish-Mennonite com­ 
munities. 
Ester Yoder, a Mennonite 
school teacher at the Y o d e r 
public school in Grantsville, said 
“If you live here and you are 
not a Yoder, you are married 
to one ” 
One More Liberal 
A distant cousin, Lloyd Yoder, 


61, was more concerned than 
Peter and Albert about th e 
energy crisis. Lloyd, a member 
of the more liberal Be achy sect, 
owns four tractors and t w o 
trucks. He uses electricity to 
heat and light his home. 
“The gas distributor didn’t 
give us what we asked for, but 
we have enough, .fuel right now,” 
he said. “I don’t know what 
we’re going to do when our fuel 
tanks get empty.” 
“Not much use to worry,” 
Lloyd said. “Maybe we w i l l 
have to use horses, but I don’t 
think so.” 
Lloyd said he was not convinc­ 
ed the energy shortage h a s 
reached the proportions he read 
about in the newspapers—t h e 
only medium used by the Amish 
to keep informed about th e 
problems of pollution, u r b a n 
blight and energy shortages. 
“How can. there be a short­ 
age when there are tankers 
full of oil?” Lloyd asked. 
Albert, who returned from 
farming several years ago to 
devote more time to his hobby 
—woodcraft—also was not sure 
if the energy crisis was real, 
but he said, “The price is!” 
“Somebody Getting Rich” 
“Somebody is getting r i c h 
over this shortage—the money­ 
making big guys who already 
have too much,” he said. “It 
hasn’t affected us much so far, 
but sooner or later, It’ll affect 
us too." 
Albert, who said he reads the 
daily newspapers and scores of 
magazines, suspected politics 
was involved in the energy 
shortage. 
“The politicians and the oil 
men will gain from this. It’s the 
little people who will suffer,” he 
said. Lloyd agreed. 


“The politicians probably used 
the Arab oil boycott to g e t 
thin*gs started,” Lloyd s a i d . 
“When they get what they want, 
probably higher prices, t h e i, 
there won’t be any shortages 
any more.” 
Sadie Yoder, who lives with 
her husband John and their two 
preschool children on .a 50-a ere 
farm, said she had not paid 
much attention to the energy 
crisis. 
“I use coal to cook in t h e 
winter and kerosene to cook 'in 
the summer,” she said. Sadie 
said most of the food her fami­ 
ly eats is grown on the farm 
“and we use horses for most 
of the farm work.” 
Aware of Crisis 
Sam Yoder, an 11-year-old 
Amish pupil at the Yoder school 
said his family uses gasoline 
rtactors for farming, “But. if we 
can’t get the gas we need, we’ll 
start using the horses more.” 
Sam said he was aware of the 
energy crisis, and his parents 
have taken, steps to conserve ke­ 
rosene, coal, and wood. 
“We keep the windows s h u t 
more and wc go to bed a little 
earlier to save the kerosene,” 
he said. 
Dean Yoder, 8, a Mennonite, 
said his father, anticipating 
short supplies of gasoline, 
brought a sleigh last summer. 
Sam smiled after hearting that 
His Old Order father always has 
owned a sleigh.

Vietnam War led him to prison 
and stirred heated debate in the 
religious community, has done 
it again. 


Berrigan 
didn’t 
burn 
any 
draft records this time or talk 
about kidnaping high officials. 
Instead, 
he 
announced 
his 
support for the Arab cause in 
the Middle E ast and accused 
Israel 
of 
being 
the 
first 
“ crim inal Jewish community.’’ 
The antiw ar priest’s rem arks 
to a gathering of Arab scholars 
w ere little noticed until Ameri­ 
can 
Report, 
newspaper 
of 
Clergy and Lay Concerned and 
one of the most widely read 
periodicals 
among 
religious 
liberals, reprinted his speech. 
Reaction came fast and furious­ 
ly. 
B errigan’s analysis — some­ 
times 
intemperate, 
sometimes 
not fully informed (he admitted 
being 
“ non-expert” 
on 
the 
subject)—was 
challenged 
in 
Am erican 
Report 
by 
Rabbi 
A rthur Hertzberg, president of 
the American Jew ish Congress. 
Opponent of Vietnam War 
The flavor of the nondialogue 
can be captured in Berrigan’s 
portrayal 
of 
him self 
as 
a 
“ biblical Jew ” and his accusa­ 
tion that Israel had switched 
from 
“ settler ethos” to “ im ­ 
perial adventure.” For his part. 
H ertzberg accused Berrigan of 
“ old fashioned theological anti- 
Sem itism .” 
H ertzberg like Berrigan was 
a 
longtime 
opponent 
of 
the 
Vietnam 
W ar and his 
angry 
response to the priest empha­ 
sized the depth of the split on 
the Middle East question. 
The response to Berrigan was 
not 
simply a 
Catholic-Jewish 
difference. 
B errigan 
was 
at­ 
tacked 
from 
within 
his 
own 
r e l i g i o u s community, most 
strongly by theologian Mi chale 
Novak. 
Novak said B errigan’s criti­ 
cism of Israel “shows exactly 
how the 'new left,* including the 
Catholic left, has veered around 
to join the ancient right.” 
Soon after Novak’s criticism, 
the Rev. Donald Harrington of 
New York Community Church 
dropped out of ceremonies at 
which 
he 
was 
to 
present 
B errigan 
the 
Gandhi 
Peace 
aw ard, given by the “ Prom ot­ 


ing: Enduring Peace” organiza­ 
tion made up of about 1,200 
clergy and lay people. 
Harrington refused to partici­ 
pate in the ceremony because 
he said Berrigan’s speech was 
“inflam m atory.” 


Complex Situation 
The peace organization then 
decided to poll its board on 
whether to present the award 
anyway. 
Before 
the 
results 
were in, Berrigan announced he 
was 
rejecting 
the 
award, 
refusing to be “ a bystander at 
a degrading consensus gam e,” 
after he said the group had 
yielded to pressure. 


Tt might be argued that the 
entire incident is a tempest in 
the 
religious 
left’s 
teapot. 
Instead, 
it suggests 
that 
the 
peace 
movement 
like 
the 
American public at large has 
failed to come to grips with the 
complex situation in the Middle 
East. 
Allan Solomonow, director of 
the Committee on New Alterna­ 
tives in the Middle East, takes 
this position. Writing in Ameri­ 
can 
Report 
after 
Berrigan, 
Hertzberg and 
several letter- 
writers had expressed themsel­ 
ves, Solomonow said: 
“ If 
the 
Great 
Berrigan 
Debate on these pages has done 
nothing 
else, 
it 
has 
finally 
moved Jews and Christians to 
talk firmly and openly. Before, 
only whispers broke the silen­ 
ce.” 
Solomonow. a Jew, observed: 
“ W hether Berrigan is right or 
wrong, the issues he raised are 
the legitim ate, crucial human 
issues we must confront If we 
are 
to 
formulate 
any 
useful 
response to the needs of the 
peoples in the Middle E ast.”
